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THE  MILITARY 


Militarism   as  an  organization 
is  one  of  the  most  effective  of 
training-schools.    If  the  setting 
up  exercises  are  properly  and 
regularly  gone  through,  they  are 
a  very  efficient  help  to  a  growing 
body — hardly  equalled   by  any- 
thing except  the  most  rigid  sys- 
tem of  gymnasuim   work,  and 
gym.  work  lacks  that  diciplinary 
quality  which  is  of  necessity  at- 
tached   to     the     military.  Of 
course,  unless    the  participant 
gives  himself  up  entirely  to  the 
spirit  of  its   requirements,  the 
benefit  in  his  particular  case  will 
not  be  all  that  it  should  be.  It 
may  seema  mere  waste  of  time 
and  energy  to  go  through  a  man- 
ual and  its  requisite  duties  which 
will  hardly  be  required  in  after 
life,  except  of  a  very  few.  But 
it  is  not  so  much  the  accomplish- 
ment of  these  requirments  as  it 
is  the  training  both  of  body  and 
habit  which  that  accomplishment 
gives.    If  a  due   regard  for  its 
forms  and  teachings  is  held,  a 
desire  for  a  more  correct  carri- 

~  a 


age  will  be  engendered?  and 
certain  degree  of  attention  and 
punctuality  will  be  fostered 
which  the  whirl  of  a  more  strenu- 
ous life  can  hardly  obliterate. 

Aside  from  the  purely  func- 
tionary duties  devolving  upon  it, 
there  is  a  lighter  and  a  more  fan- 
ciful side  attached  to  militarism 
which  might  perhaps  appeal  to 
those  who  hold  a  correct  bearing 
at  a  discount  and  the  forms  of  de- 
p  >rtment  at  less  than  par.  There 
H  the  ambitious  side:  the  pride 
of  office  —of  captain,  sergeant,  or 
corporal — the  position  which 
such  an  office  brings  the'office- 
holderamong  his  fellow-students, 
the  joy  which  such  an  office  gives 
to  those  who  hold  the  interests 
of  the  recipient  at  heart  and 
wear  his  colors  where  that  soft 
member  flutters. 

After  all  these  manifold  in- 
ducements for  the  military  there 
is  the  music  of  the  step.  When 
one  keeps  time  with  a  hundred 
others  there  is  a  certain  music  to 
the  motion  which  makes  the 
heart  go  faster.  To  swing  in  a 
line  at  double  time,  to  wheel,  to 
tiurn,  and  keep  the  rythm,  brings 
the  blood  to  the  surface  and  puts 
the  joy  of  life  in  laggard  feet. 
The  pulsing  rythm,  the  quick- 
movements,  the  sharp  halts,  the 
glitter  o  f  a  marching  array, 
makes  one  half  forget  the  duties 
involved;  and  put  something 
more  than  compulsory  obliga- 
tions into  his  military  attitude.

Dr.  Grant  held  the  attention  of 
the  audience  with  something 
more  than  a  lecturer's  usual 
force.  On  down  the  Appian  way 
he  carried  his  listeners,  past  the 
crumbling  arches  that  the  re- 
turning heroes  of  Rome  had 
made,  till  he  reached  the  gates  of 
the  Eternal  City  itself,  against 
which  the  lords  of  the  North  hac 
battered. 

By  a  comparison  of  different 
views,  Dr.  Grant  tried  to  give 
some  idea  of  the  grandeur  and 
size  of  St.  Peter's,  that  "sacred 
sanctuary  of  everlasting  silence," 
though  perhaps  by  his  descrip- 
tion an^  pictures  hp.  rather 
made  it  an  everlasting  voice 
speaking  the  greatness  of  that 
ancient  painter,  Michael  Angelo. 
Dr.  Grant  paid  several  high  tri- 
butes to  Michael  Angelo;  but 
they  could  hardly  have  equalled 
those  which  stood  reflected  for 
themselves  from  the  screen.  The 
statuary  shown  was  fine,  espe- 
cially that  representing  Moses 
and  Venus — the  one,  reflecting 
the  stern  heart  of  the  law  of  God, 
the  other,  love  draped  in  mod- 
esty, that  purest  and  least  visible 
of  draperies. 

Finally  Dr.  Grant  came  to  the 
main  subject  of  his  lecture,  the 
Vatican,  the    residence    of  t!.. 
king  of  the  Catholic  world,  the 
present  abode  of  Pope  Pius  X 
The  slides  were  so  tinted  as  to 
give  an  exquisite  representation 
of  the  scintillating  lights  across 
the  marble  floors  and  columns  of 
the  stately  corridors ;  and  thoug1 
dimensions  are  very  difficult  to 
show  in  pictures,  a  fair  idea  was 
given  of  the  enormous  character 
of  this  palace  of  palaces.  Some 
excellent  portraits  of  Pope  Leo 
XIII.  were  shown;  and  from  th 
appearance  of  his  crown  it  miglr 
have  weighted  down    a  holier 
man  than  he.    One  of  the  best 
views  given  was  that  of  the  are- 
na when  Rome  loved  blood,  an' 
even  the  maids  laughed  at  it  ti 
every  gladiator  was  stained  wi  ' 
red,  and  dying.

Our  idea  in  doing  this  whs  solely  and 
unequivocally  n  liooni  idea — perhaps  it 
was  not  a-  strictly  conservative  as 
has  heretofore  been  pursued; — but  it 
was  nothing  else.  The  cause  of  this 
explanation  is  that  we  fear  the  stu- 
dent body  will  not  appreciate  the  spir- 
it that  these  drawings  were  made  in. 
ind  the  high  regard  and  sincere.' respect 
in  which  the  aforesaid  gentlemen  are 
held  by  this  paper.  It  could  hardly  be 
otherwise:  the  Orange  and  Blue  is 
printed  under  the  cognizance  of  the 
gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  and  we  trust 
that  nothing  will  appear  on  its  sheet 
that  might  he  interpreted  as  contrary 
to  the  exalted  opinion  which  we  have 
of  them.  For  the  reason  stated  above 
'.the  series  that  was  . to  have  appeared 
in  this  paper  will  he  discontinued. 

Despite  the  conditions  which  must  of 
necessity  separate  the  Faculty  from  the 
student  body,  Auburn's  Faculty  have 
always  been  those  who  most  fully  sym- 
pathized with  the  needs  and  aspira- 
tion- of  the  students  in  every  way  that 


Beyond  the  driven  hordes  of  black 
defeat,  even  beyond  the  trampling 
white  steeds  of  victory,  there  is  some- 
thing noble,  something  that  out- 
ruimphs  triumph  and  softens  the 
■  of  defeat.  It  is  tuai  VifflTeSi^fc- 
tbing  that  was  a  halm  to  our  team  last 
year  in  that  Gilead  of  Louisiana  when 
'we  met  the  1.  .S.  I'.:  it.  is  that  same 
something  that  wc  hope  characterized 
the  treatment  of  our  honored  oppon- 
ents during  their  stay  with  us.  It.  is 
an  indefinable  kindliness  of  spirit,  that 
can  hardly  be  worded:  it  can  only  be 
shown  on  every  occasion  by  gentlemen 
to  gentlemen. 

One  game,  whether  lost  or  won,  is 
soon  forgotten  in  the  sum  of  all,  or  u 
season's  run:  hut  the  remembrance  of 
how  our  team  fared  away  from  home 
is  with  us  for  a  long. while.  It  is  as  if 
a  soldier  emerged  from  battle  ghat-, 
tcred  in  spirit  as  well  as  in  body.  The 
sweets  of  victory  may  cling  to  his  Laps 
at  the  cup's  rim,  or  the  hitter  dregs  of 
defeat  may'  settle  to  tile  bottom  un- 
touched: it  is  not  this  that  the  soldier 
remembers.  It  is  this:  when  he  lay 
among  the  dying,  broken,  ami  gasping. 
"Waterl  Water!"  o  man  bent  down  to 
him  ami  said,  "Comrade.''  A  man  held 
a  canteen -to  his  dry  lips  till  his  lips 
were  not  in  pain  and  he  asked,  "Are 
you  of  the  enemy t"  What  the  soldier 
probably  remembers  of  all  that  battle, 
of  all  its  glory  or  ignominy,  is  what 
the  man  said:  "The  battle  is  over.  1 
irux  your  enfmyi  I  am  a  man.  Here — 
take  my  hand." 

We  cannot  say  that  a  foot-ball  gann 
is  a  battle,  except  in  the  marshalling 
of  forces,  the  rush,  the  sound,  and  the 
ippearunee:  there  i-.  or  should  be  mi 
hatred,  no  animosity  between  the  rival 
teams.  With  such  the  case  the  trip  of 
a.  team  away  from  home  might  be  made 
a  thing  of  pleasure.  Then  it-  reception 
by  the  home  teams  on  its  trip  might 
lie  stamped   on  the  sheet  of   its  heart 

long  after  the  less  durable  si  t<  that 

chronicle  its  victory  or  defent  had  fad- 
ed and   moulded  away. 

Surely  then,  after  the  battle,  which 
is  no  battle,  hut  a  test  of  rival 
strengths,  a  touch  of  rival  hearts,  sure- 
ly we  should  say  as  we  have  said: 
•Hen — take   oar  hand — and  welcome'' 


We  arc  in  receipt  of  a  treatise  on 
foot-hall  in  pamphlet  form  by  L.  S. 
lioyd.  Auburn,  'HI.  Certain  conditions 
which  have  transpired  since  the  advent 
of  ' foot-ball  he  lays  at  the  door  of  foot- 
hall,  irregavdless  of  other  causes,  which 
may.  have  been  fully  as  potent,  in  bring- 
ing them  about.  Among  other  things, 
he  says:  "No  college  under  a  post- 
graduate one  can  do  good  ,  w  ork  with 
more  than  three  hundred  students.  It 

is  simply  impossible  with  a  large  num- 

•v 

ber  to  confer  any  benefit  on  the  indi- 
vidual student.  The  teaching  force  at 
Auburn  is  utterly  inadequate  to  serv* 
four  hundred  and  fifty  student?,  hut 
the  remedy  is  to  cut  down  the  attend- 
ance and  not  to  increase  the  faculty." 

Now  passing  the  question  as  to 
whether  Auburn's  teaching  foi  ce  is  ade- 
quate or    inadequate,  .we   do  question 


whether  it  is  impossible  with  a  Urge 
number  of  students  "to  confer  any  ben- 
efit on  the  individual  student."  Con- 
sidering of  course  the  teaching  force  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  situation, 
we  think  the  larger  number  of  -Indents 
there  is  the  better  it  is  for  the  individ- 
ual, .student..  -  — - — t-  


A  college  is  not  merely  a  school— if 
it  were,  the  number  ol  students  mign't 
be  very  limited  indeed,  hut  it  .is  some- 
thing of  a  miniature  life,  a  rehearsal 
before  the  curtain  goes  up  for  the  first 
scene — a  pause,  when  the  actor  trem- 
bles before  lid  takes  his  stand  to  await 
the  verdict  of  the  gallery.  It  is  not 
merely  a  place  where  books  are  studied, 
or  even  where  their  learning  is  fol- 
lowed up  in  technical"  departments. 
This  is  in  truth  the  ostensible  purpose 
of  colleges,  the  obvious  ,  inducement; 
but  a  true  college  is  one  that  is  a  prep- 
aration for  the  larger  life  to  follow — 
the  prelude  or  fore-word  of  a  very  in- 
teresting book.  If  it  gives  one.  all  the 
scholarly  attainments  .  that  classic 
brows  breathe  forth,  and  does  not.  teach 
him  how  to  read  a  human  heart,  or 
even  to  falter  over  the  primal  letters 
of  blood,  it  has  failed,  and  failed  mis- 
erably. If  it  even  teaches  him  how  to 
cam  an  honest  Uvhtf}',  and  does  not 
leach  him  bow  to  find  an,  honest  man. 
and  finding,  hold  him.  it.  has  not  filled 
the  cycle  of  its  duty.  With  such  the 
standard  of  an  ideal  college  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  professors  are  not  all 
that  a  college  needs.  There  must  be 
contact  between  fid  low  students,  the 
come  and  go  with  just  a  little  of  the 
hurry  and  warmth  of  the  outside  world 
in  it.  oi-  perhaps  a  little  of  the  chill 
to  insure  the  inexperienced  ones  to  the 
cold  climate  without. 

If  then,  it  is  admitted  that  college 
life  is  something  nunc  than  book-re- 
search, jneans  something  broader  than 
the  boasted  pride  of  intellectuality,  it 
must  he  admitted  that  the  prelude  or 
warning  should  approach  as  nearly  as 
is  consistent,  with  the  obvious  purpose 
of  the  college  to  that  later  life  for 
which  the  college  is  supposed  to  tit  the 
student.  Naturally,  the  tlrst  approach 
should  be  in  numbers;  the  larger  the 
lUinibei  of  students  that  can  be  held 
together  by  one  common  interest,  thai 
is,  a  love  fur-their'  college  Trnd"  its  in- 
stitutions, the  belter  it  is  for  the  indi- 
vidual student.  He  will  have  a  chance 
to,  observe  the  inilllj  phase-  around  him 
which  might  riot  perhaps  be  afforded 
by  a  less  numerous  student  body,  and 
the  little  schemes  incident  to'  these 
phases.  Then  college  life,  or  the  re- 
hearsal, assumes  something  of  the  ac- 
tivity and  actuality  of  the  real  s,.,.[ies 
without  the  distraction  of  ovef.-euridus 
eyes.  The  wider  the  scope  of  the  re- 
hearsal, the  larger  the  number  of  ac- 
tors that  participate  in  it  and  the  more 
complicated  the  parts  assigned  to  each, 
the  more  realistic  the  touch  given  to 
the  stage  setting,  the  better  fitted  will 
he  each  actor  to  take  his  place  in  the 
real  show.  And.  when  the  lights  die 
down,  red,  yellow,  whitening  the  bared 
breast  of  the  hero  as  he  steps  to  the 
front  of  the  stage  and.  swinging  his 
arm  lightly  across  to  his  heart,  bows, 
or  casting  a  sickly  yellow  over  the 
drawn  grin  of  the  villain  as  he  strokes 
his  false  mustache,  the  larger  will  he 
the  audience — those  critics  of  the  col- 
lege graduate — to  kiss  their  hands  to 
the  hero  or  hiss  the  villain  hack  to  his 
dressing-room.
